There Are More Republicans Than Demo-

Washington Right Now. 


Washington, January 17.—(Special.)—The 
silver men are very much exercised over 
the announcement dn the part of Secretary 
‘Carlisle that he intends to issue bonds be- 
‘tween now anil the Ist of February under 
the existing law. They declare that if it is 
' proper for him to issue bonds now it would 
‘have been proper for him to have done so 
i yast spring, and thereby to have avoided 
\¢he panic. The necessity for a bond issue 
now, they say, is not as great as it was 
i then. If it is his idea to raise money to 
' eontinué the operation of the government, 

- that can be done by the coinage of the 
: silver bullion or of the seigniorage now in 
» the treasury. Certificates could be issued 


’ against this bullion, which would be avail- 
) able at once. Should Mr. Car‘isle, however, 
? issue bonds, as he says he‘ will do immedi- 
5 ately, it will be another blow at silver. 


The resolution of Mr. Bailey, of Texas, 
declaring that there is no warrant in the 
resumption act for the issue of bonds for 
any other purpose than the redemption of 
greenbacks, has. much support in the house, 
and Mr. Bailey thinks he may secure its 
adoption. The object of. Mr. Bailey’s reso- 
lution is, of course, to prevent Mr. Carlisle 
issuing bonds until after he has exhausted 
the resources of the treasury by the use of 
the surplus silver. If the surp‘us silver 
were used and relief were not foun’ then, 
of course, the silver men would vote for 
any measure of relief which they thought 
necessary to preserve the government from 
default. But they are determined, if pos- 
sible, to force the government into the 
further use of silver. — 

Carlisle’s Circular. 
“Washington, January 17.—Secretary Car- 
lisle late this afternoon issued the fellowing 
circular: 

“Treasury Department, Office of Secreta- 
ry, Washington, January 17, 1894,—By virtue 
of the authority contained in the act, en- 
titled ‘An. act to provide for the resumption 
of specie paynients,” approved January li, 
1875, the secretary of the treasury herebv 
offers for public subscription, an issue of 
bonds of the United States, to the umount 
of 950,000,000 In each, registered or coupon 
form, in denominations of $50 and upwards, 
redeemable in coin at the pleasure of the 
governmient after ten Years from the date 
of their issue and bearing interest, payable 
quarterly in coin, at the rate of 5 per cent 
per annum, Proposals for the whole or 
any part of these bonds will be received 
at the treasury department, office of the 
secretary, until 12 o’clock noon, of the day 
of February ist. Proposals should state 
the amount of bonds desired, whether reg‘s- 
tered or coupon, and the premium, which 
the subscriber proposes to pay, the place 
where it is desired that the bonds shall 
be deiivered and the offer, whether that cf 
the treasurer of the United States ur an 
assistant treasurer of the United States, 
where. it will be most convenient for te 
subscriber to deposit the amount of his sub- 
scription. Failure to describe the akove 
particulars may cause the proposal tc be 
rejected. 

“As soon as practicable after the ist day 
of February, 1894, the allotment of bonds 
will be made to the highest bidder therefor, 
but no proposition will be accepted ai a 
lower price than 117.223, which is the equiv- 
alent of a 3 per cent bond at par, and the 
right to reject any and all proposals is 
herehy expressly reserved; ir case the bids 
entitied to allotment exceed the bonds to 
be issued, they will be allotted pro rata. 

“Notice of the date of delivery 
of the bonds will be sent to the subscribers 
to whom allotments are made as soon as 
practicable, and within ten days from the 


date of such notice, subscriptions must be ° 


paid in United States gold coin to the tv¢ens- 
urer, cr such assistant treasurer, of the 
United States as the subscriber has desig- 
nated, and if not paid, the proposal may be 
rejected. 

“The bonds will be dated February 1, 
184. and when payment is made thérefor, 
af above, accrued interest on both princi- 
pal and premium from February 1, 1894, to 
date of payment, at the rate of interest re- 
alized to the subscriber in his investmen® 
Will be added. 

“All proposals should be addressed to the 
Secretary of the treasury, Washington, D.

Discussing the Civil Service Law—The 
Federal Elections Bill. 
Washington, January 17.—The civil ser- 
vice law and the way it is administered 
was discussed in the senate toduy. Senator 
Berry took exception to the policy of al- 
lowing the fourth class postmasters to re- 
main in office in order to ,carry out the 


' gpirit of the law. 


Senator Gallinger, of New Hampshire, 
criticised the law and said it ought to be 
repealed. : 

Senator Hoar, of ‘Massachusetts, defended 
the law and Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, 
said that it was a good law if carried out 
uccording to its intent and purpose. 

The federal elections bill consumed a cou- 
ple of hours, and Senator .uandler, of New 
Hampshire, tried to secure an amendment 
recognizing the right of federal supervision 
over elections so far as to permit every 
candidate for congress the privilege of ap- 
pointing a watcher for each precinct to 
guard his interests in the regis‘ration and 
the election, but the vote was not reached. 

Senator Gray, of Delaware, tried to get 
the republicans to name a day when final 
action should be taken-on the bill, 
the request was evaded, and Senator Frye 
said he wanted to hear the other side dis- 
cuss the question. ' 

The senate adjourned at 56:15 o’clock. 

A Caucus Called. . 

The republican senators will hold a cau- 
cus at the capitol tomorrow morning at 11 
o’clock to consider a plan of procedure on 
matters before conzress.

NO RICHBURG AFFAIR, WE SAYS. 


Maybethe Scrap Will Take Place in a 
Balloon, as a:'Guarantee Against Mil- 
itary Interference Is Given. 


Jacksonville, Pla., January 17.—The As- 
sociated Press has been furnished the fol- 
lowing: 

“The Duval Athletic Club make this, 
their final and most positive announcement, 
that the Corbett-Mitchell contest will take 
Place on January 25, 1894. Reports have 
been sent out that Governor H. L. Mitchell 
has ordered troops to Jacksonville for the 
sole purpose of suppressing the contest. 
Notwithstanding these reports, the club re- 
iterates its past assertions and for the past 
week bas been arranging for an emergency 
of this kind. 

“Should the troops be sent here, while 
the club does not believe that any violence 
would be participated in by them, yet we 
will not subject our patrons to the slightest 
danger of any kind. So thorough and com- 
plete are our arrangements that should an 
emergency of any kind arise on the morn- 
ing of the 25th, we are prepared to handle 
6,0... people with the createst convenience. 

“This will be no Richburg affair, where 
the people were subjected to a long, ted:ous 
and hot ride, but it will be done as quickly 
and conveniently as though it occurred in 
the arena now ready for the contest, Once 
more, we say to all friends and lovers of 
boxing, if. you are in Jacksonville on the 
44th of January, 1894, and care to see the 
Corbett and Mitchell contest, you can do 
so after arranging for the necessary tick- 
ets. DUVAL ATHLETIC CLUB.” 

Corbett’s Statement. 


The following statement from Corbett has 
also been given out: 

‘Mayport, Fla., January 17.—I take this 
opportunity of informing my friends 
throughout the country that I have re- 
ceived assurances from the Duval Athletic 
Club today which warrant me in saying 
that the contest between Charley Mitchel 
and myself will gmositively take place in 
Jacksonville or that city’s immediate vi- 
cinity on January 25th, provided both of 
the principals appear in the ring. 

“JAMES J. CORBETT.” 

The above statement by.the club means 
that the fight wll be fought in the woods, 
where the Southern Associated Press cor- 
respcendent announced it woud have to 
take place weeks ago. Eversthing now 
depends on the ability of the promoters of 
the fight to keep tine place selected a se- 
cret from the authorities, for if it becomes 
known Governor Mitchell will undoubtedly 
have troops on the scene. 

It ts understeod that the club people have 
purchased a huge circus tent, capable of 
holding 6,000 people, and will bring the 
men together under the canvas. 

As to the probable location of the contest, 
no hint ‘will be given by the club officials. 
They know that if the fight is to occur, 
even in the woods, without further interfer- 
ence from the governor, everything must 
be as secret as the grave. It was thought 
that the fight might oagetr in St. John’s 
county, where St. Augustine is located, but 
Sheriff Perry, of that county, is as deter- 
mined as Sheriff Broward, of this (Duval) 
county. Today Sheriff Perry said: 

“IT desire to say that the Corbett-Mitchell 
fight will not take place in St. John’s county, 
if the governor so orders. I will do my 
duty according to my oath as sheriff of the 
county, if I have to call upon the state 
troops. 

“When Charley Mitchell asked me about 
the matter I told him I would have to stop 
the fight in this county if ordered, and that 
I would pull one man or the other out of 
the ring. It takes two to make a fight. I 
wish to emphasize my position in this mat- 
ter publicly, that there can be no misunder- 
standing with regard to my official atti- 
tude in regard to the affair.”’ 

The probabilities are, therefore, that some 
point in Duval county will be selected for 
the mill, as under the amended articles of 
agreement, the men must meet either in 
St. John’s or Duval county. 

Governor Mitchell is said to be thoroughly 
aroused, and it is asserted that he will man- 
age to keep himself informed of the plans 
of the club and try to surround whatever 
spot may be selecied for the fight, with 
state troops. 

‘Snapper’ Garrison, the famous jockey, 
who has been selected as time-keeper by 
the Duval Athletic Club, will reach here in 
the morning. 


Sheriff Broward Has Spoken. 


The prize fight will not take place in Du- 
val county unless the courts restrain the 
sheriff. Sheriff Broward declares that he 
will obey the governor. There has been a 
good deal of guessing as to what the sheriff 
would do among those who did not know 
him. Some said that he would see his law- 
yer and do what they told him to do. 
Others said he would not interfere because 
his lawyer had already told him he would 
lay his bondsmen liable to a suit for dam- 
ages, and that he would disobey the gov- 
ernor to protect them. 

The sheriff does not Believe that there 
is any danger of a suit for damages in case 
he interferes and that if time does develop 
a case, it will practically amount to only a 
farce, because the club will be compelled

to prove specific damages to make the case, 
a thing which cannot be done if the fight 
is prevented. In an Interview this morning 
on the subject, the sheriff said: 

“IT have been ordered by the governor to 
stop this fight and I propose to obey or- 
ders. 

‘‘He told me he would place at my dispos- 
al all the force at his command, if neces- 
sary to prevent it. His instructions I am 
going to carry out in all sincerity, whether 
they are unpleasant or not. 

‘? shall do my duty,” said the sheriff, 
emphatically, “as it is laid down to me by 
the governor.” 

“Will you ask the governor to declare 
martial law?” 

“7 will not unless I see indications of 
such stubborn resistance as will make me 
unable to cope with the difficulty. I am 
satisfied that if the plan for the fight is 
persisted in, unlesS some intervention is 
secured there will be trouble. The people 
here should, in my judgment, look squarely 
at the true situation and make every effort 
to prevent the forcing of an unpleasant 


issue. :

Is All That Is Repartea from Rio de 


Janeiro. 

Rio de Janeiro, Janugry 17.—There is lit- 
tle change in the situation here today. The 
usual skirmishing contMues. Although the 
rebels occupy Mocang® island, it is said 
that the five government guns at Armaco 
render the position of Mocangu island use- 
less to the retels. Admiral de Mello is not 
yet known to have arrived here and the 
usual uncertainty prevails as to his where- 
abouts. Report has it that the rebel ad- 
miral is expected here tonight and that he 
has with him the necessary reinforcements 
to make a landing at @ point within easy 
march of Rio. The confirmation issued by 
the minister of foreign, affairs shows that 
the report recently cabled to the Associated 
Press regarding the situation, was correct. 

There now seems no lénger any doubt that 
the rebels, after raising the siege of Bage, 
lost neariy five hundred men and that they 


committed many atrotities during their 
retreat.

THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE. 


A Bill in the Virginia Senate Looking 
Toward Reorganization. 


Richmond, Va., January 17.—A bill was in- 
troduced in the State senate today authoriz- 
ing the purchase, of the Richmond and 
Danville railroad, their successors and ase 
signs to become a corporation, adopt a 
name therefor, and possess and exercise 
general powers and authorizing the consoli- 
dation therwith with other corporations. 

The security holders and creditors of the 
Richmond and Danville have been for some 
time endeavoring to organize the road and 
to that end have prepared a plan of reorgan- 
ization, which has been pretty generally ac- 
cepted by all the parties interested. It is 
now proposed to carry out this plan of re- 
organization and in so doing it is likely that 
the road will be sold. The bill tn question 
affords the legislation necessary for the pur- 
pose to form a corporation and authority is 
aiso given to straighten out and retain the 
control of lines in other states embraced in 
the Richmond and Danville system. 


Report of the Fair Commissioners. 


Washington, January 17.—The annual re- 
port of the world’s Columbian commission- 
ers was submitted by President Palmer to- 
day. Detailed statements of the scope- 
and various features of the exposition are 
left for the final report, to be prepared by 
&@ special committee of the commission, 
with President Palmer at its head, and 
which will be a work of great magnitude— 
practica ly a histdry of the fair—to be com- 
pleted next November. An estimate of $42,- 
000 to complete the work of the commission 
not including the committee on awards, is 
made and congress is asked to transfer 
it from the funds of the committee 
on awards and board of lady managers. 
The commission has a balance of $11,000 in 
the treasury; the committee on awards 
$46,273, and the committee of awards of the 
lady managers, $40,589; present board of 
lady managers, $51,916.

ALL DAY SHE SITS IN THE COURT. 


Gaston’s Defense Is That His Life Had 
Been Threatened—His Victim’s 
Widow Has Threatened Him. 


Jackson, Tenn., January 17.—(Special.)—In 
the trial of Police Captain T. C. Gaston, 
for killing W. °C. Strickland in this city, 
the state rested this morning, after adduc- 
ing but very little damaging testimony to 
the defendant. The most important wit- 
ness examined by the defense was the 
surveyor who made a map of the ground 
upon which the shooting was done. 

Captain Gaston was put upon the stand. 
His testimony was clear and positive, and 
brought out many facts concerning the rela- 
tions existing between himself and the dead 
man which have not been heretofore known. 
The trcuble between the two men grew out 
of a publication by Strickland, but it 
seems now that there was more. Strickland 
had threatened Gaston’s life and used his 
name in connection with a‘ woman of the 
city. i 

The defense proposes to prove that Gaston 
did all in his power to avoid trouble. Mrs. 
Strickland, the young wife, sits all day in 
court, and with one exception her 
face has remained as pale and 
unchangeable as marble. Today when 
Gaston was required to describe the scene 
of the killing to the jury, his- position, 
that of the dead man, how he looked and 
fell, it was very graphic, and she bowed 
her head as if to shut from her eyes a 
horrible vision. The voice of the witness 


grew husky and tremulous. When it was | 


over, she raised her face, paler than ever, 
and, with the same defiant spag#e in her 
pretty eyes, gave the witness a withering 
took of scorned hatred. Gaston is what 
would be termed a handsome man, six feet 
one inch tall, weighs 225 pounds, is thirty- 
two years old, and a perfect blonde.

The mob was composed of the 
farmers of the vicinity, who gathered rapid- 
ly last night, but it was after midnight 
before a leader was found who could mar- 
shal the forces at hand into shape, then 
marching across the country to Mancaes- 
ter, where the negro lay in jail. Arriving 
at the jail, there was.little time wasted 
in getting the prisoner away from his 
guards, and, firmly bound with a rope 
about his neck, and 300 shotguns and re- 
volvers ready to empty their contents into 
his worthless hide, the march was acain 
taken up. 

Back to Valley Park, the scene of his 
crime, he was carried, or, rather, dragged, 
and there upon a tree overhanging the 
scene of his second crime he was yanked 
up with a jerk that all but broke his neck, 
but not quite. He was to die by strangu- 
lation. For nearly twenty minutes the mob 
watched his writhing as he slowly choked 
to death. At last the body became still, 
and then, with the unanimity of a platoon 
of regulars, the volley was fired which 
filled the dangling corpse with lead. Then 
the lynchers dispersed. Their work was 
done. 


HANGING OF HENRY HEIST

For the Murder of Emanuel 
Last March. : 
Gettysburg, Pa., January 17.—Murderer 
Heist was hanged here at 11:14 o'clock a. 
m. The crime for which Henry Heist paid 
the death penalty was*the murder of 
Emanuel Mown on the night of February 
1, 1898. Both men were employed as wood 
choppers, and lived together in a cabin 
about a mile from the spot ‘upon which 
stood Thad Stevens’s old Maria furnace. 
On the night of the murder, they went 
together to the house of a neighbor for 
the purpose of visiting a young woman, 
of which both were enamorated. They left 
the house together at midnight, and the 
next day Heist and the woman went away 
together on a trip to an adjacent county. 
Mown’s absence excited suspicion, and a 
search was instituted, which resulted in 
the finding of his mutilated body on March 
2d. It was buried in a shallow grave, 
covered with leaves, over which a log was 
rolled. Heist fled when the body was 
found, and kept in hiding until March 
18th, when he surrendered, at the same 
time protesting innocence.

TRAGEDY OF THE SEA. 


Heroic Sailors Lose Their Lives While 
Trying to Save Others. 

New York, January 17.—The steamship, 
Amstedam (Dutch), from Rotterdam, Jan- 
uary 3, arrived at the bar this morning. 
She had a continuation of heavy gales 
from all around the compass with tremen- 
dous high seas and a very low barometer. 
On Sunday, January l4th, latitude 43:21, 
longitude 58:18, about 11 o’clock a. m., in a 
strong northwest breeze and moderate high 
sea, she sighted a schooner south showing 
an “American union” down and at half- 
mast; made for the schooner and saw that 
a sea was washing over her and that only 
by hard pumping she was kept afloat. She 
had a crew of about fourteen men. The 


screw signaled the Amsterdam by gestures 


that the vessel was in a sinking condition 
and that they were anxious to leave the 
ship, showing at the same time by throw- 
ing overboard pieces of their boats that 
some had been wrecked. 

The captain of the steamer called his 
crew on deck and told then the position in 
which the schooner was. Immediately the 
first officer and six of the crew offered 
themselves to man a boat and go for the 
schooner. No. 4 lifeboat left the Amster- 
dam and everything went all ‘Tight 
until in the vicinity of the wreck, 
when a sudden snow shower, with 
squalls, capsized the boat with the result 
that three of the crew disappeared immedi- 
ately and the remaining four succeéded in 
getting alongside, but they were thoroughly 
exhaused by the cold _ and in consequence 
were not able to take field of the lifesaving 
apparatus, which was given to them and 
they were drowned with the exception of 
one sailor, who, by extraordinary presence 
of mind, got hold of a rope and was taken 
on board. 

Another crew presented themselves to man 
a second boat, but owing to the increasing 
wind and sea, the captain objected and 
concluded to wait for better weather and 
a calm sea. The Amsterdam kept in the vi- 
cinity of the wreck until when in a heavy 
srow and squall, she lost sight 6f her, and 
although search was made, she was unable 
to find the wreck and proceeded on her 
voyage. 

The wreck appeared to be the American 
fishing schoon2r, Maggie E. Wells. The fol- 
lowing are the names of the Amsterdam 
crew who went to the rescue and were lost: 
Chief Officer J. Meyer, aged twenty-eight; 
Second Boatswain E. Carpenter; A. J. 
Oudyn, steerage; Stewart A. Diss, quarter- 
master of the Geichhorn; Seaman A. Von 
Viett. Seaman Vender Velitt, who was an 
ex swimmer, was saved. 

he Maggie E. Wel!s is thought to be of 
Gloucester, Mass. Although every possible 
means of saving the sailors was employed, 


were unable to keep their hold on the ropes 
and belts thrown them, and in the very act 
of being lifted to the deck, three fell back 
exhausted and were drowned, only one 
reaching the deck safely. 

The passengers of the Amsterdam were 
very much impressed with the efforts of 
all the ship's officers and crew to save the 
crew of the American boat. The captain 
did everythirg in his power and remained 
in the vicinity until he lost all trace of the 
schooner, and fyrther waiting was useless. 


THE TRESTLE GAVE WAY 


And Fifty Italian Laborers Were 
Thrown Into a Creek. 


New York, January 17.—Rotten timbers 
and a poorly constructed trestle belonging 
to the New York, Susquehanna and est- 
arn railroad was the cause of a frightful 
accident today in the Jersey. meadows, 
just west of Fairview station. A construc- 
tion train, consisting of a locomotive and 
six gondola cars heavily loaded with grav- 


el, was backing over the trestle to the place 


where the contents were to be dumped 
when the flimsy structure gave way with a 
crash. The three rear cars were precipitat- 
ed about thirty feet into a small branch of 
Bellman’s creek, dragging the fourth car 
down with them. The two forward cars 
and the locomotive remained on the track. 

There was a gang of fifty Italian laborers 
on the train ands three-fourths of them 
went down. One man, named Frank Lap- 
pel, was killed outright, while another died 
while he was being removed to the hos- 
pital. Twenty others were seriously in- 
jured and it is thought that some of them 
Within a short time the wreckage 
was cleared away and swo score of Italians 
were dragged out from beneath the gravel 
and timbers and laid out on the muddy 
ground at the edge of the creek. They 
were seriously injured,. broken arms and 
legs being plentiful, while some were in- 
ternally injured. 

The news of tne accident spread quickly 
and soon a number of wagons came over 
from Fairview. Deputy Coroner Fred Er- 
ger came over from Hoboken and took 
charge of the bodies of the dead men, 
which were taken to Volke’s morgue. 
The wounded men were all sent in wagons 
to St. Mary’s hospital, Hoboken. It was 
rumored that five of the men were mis- 
sing, but Superintendent Jacob Hartridge, 
who had charge of the work, said that 
every one had been gccounted for. 


O’BRIEN IS. DISCHARGED. 


The Alleged Embezzier Is Released 
on a Technicality. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., January 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The criminal prosecution of M. J. 
O’Brien for embezzling $75,000 from the 
Catholic Knights of America, while su- 
preme treasurer of the order, was begun 
in the state court this morning. A plea of 
abatement of indictment was filed by the 
defense, which claimed that the knights 
were not a chartered organization under 
the laws of Tennessees By the Icgislative 
act of 1891, unchartered associations are 
denied the right to own property in the 
state, and are ranked as benevolent insti- 
tutions. In consequence, there could be no 
embezzlement, where no rights of owner- 
ship existed. On refusal of the prosecu- 
tion to join issue on the plea, the court 
discharged the prisoner. A flurry of ex- 
citement was created in the courtroom by 
this unlooked for denoument of the 
celebrated case. This is one of the most 
significant decisions ever given from the 
state bench. O’Brien was allowed to make 
bond in the sum of $15,000 pending an ap- 

peal to the supreme court. 
A Crank’s Sentence.

Rob the Postofiice | at Danville, Pa.—A 
Desperate Fight. 


Danville, Pa., January 17.—Five masked 
outlaws madea raidonthe postoffice at an 
early hour this morning. A policeman saw 
a masked man crouching in the doorway 
and drew a revolver, but before he could 
fire the stranger slipped around the corn- 
er. The peliceman rushed to the homes of 
Officers Dave Rissell and John Van Gilger 
and gave the alarm. Ina few minutes the 
three men ran to the postoffice, in time to 
meet the mysterious stranger emerging 
from the door, followed by a companion. 
They blew a loud, piercing whistle and 
cormmenced firing revolvers at the police- 
men, who dodged behind the lampposts and 
returned the fire. Ten shots were exchang- 
ed, when the robbers were reinforced by 
three more men. Every one was well armed 
and a centinuous round of firing commenc- 
ed. The bandits formed a square and hug- 
ged the stone steps leading to the mas- 
ive Luding, where they were able to es- 
cape the policemen’s bullets. Numerous 
citszens appeared, armed with weapons of 
every cescription. The firing became so 
wa:m that the robbers concluded to retreats 
to the river bank. 
volleys at the excited townsmen and ran 
easiwaru, each side exchanging shots. 

Van Gilger, who led the pursuers, suddenly 
threw up his hands and fell, shot through 
the lungs. About the same time, two of 
the robbers fell. Their comrades grabbed 
them, and, during a momentary halt o 
the pursuers, managed to reach the Sus- 
quehanna | river. A rowboat was secured, 
andthe three outlaws, after laying their 
wounded companions at the bottom of the 
boat, commenced sculling in the direction 
of the Northumberland side. The _ pur- 
suers, now a force of 100 infuriated men, 
secured as many boats as possible, and an 
exciting chase ensued, revolvers and rifles 
cracking at every turn, but no one was hit. 
Owing to their go@d start, the outlaws 
succeeded in reaching the opposite side 
before the foremost boat, containing the 
police, was half-way across, and when the 
pursuers touched land the daring men were 
in the mountains, which are being scoured 
for them,

Mississippi Is Considering the Pur- 
chase of a Large Farm. 
Jackson, Miss., January 17.—(Special.)— 
The Dean penitentiary bill was debated all 
yesterday, and passed the senate late this 
afternoon by a vote of 29 to 9. The feat- 
ures of this bill, which provides for the 
Purchase of a state prison farm, have al-

Augusta, Ga., January 17.—(Special.)—The 
murder trial of J. W. Clapp for the killing 
of Edward Perrin on November $th, was 
commenced in the superior court before 
Judge Roney today. Two panels of jurors 
were exhausted before a jury was selected. 
The defendant plead guilty and claims jus- 
tification and that he acted in self-defense.

RACE TROUBLE AT ‘ROUSE. 

Negroes Fire on the Whites—Serious 

Trouble Feared. 

Augusta, Ga., January i7.—«(Special.)— 
News reached Augusta today from Rouse 
Bridge, eight miles from Jackson, S. C., 
twenty miles below Augusta, on the Port 
Roval and Augusta railroad, of -a *race 
riot there last night. Information was 
brcught by "Mr. J. C. Hankinson, of Ca- 
therv cod, who is a reliable party. 

Yesterday Mr. Ben Beaufort and Jesse 
Jude, a dangerous and notorious negr>), got 
ir.to a difficulty and the negro got the best 
of Mr. Beaufort. Last night a party of 
eight white men started out to go to Jade's 
horse, -t6 give him a whipping. The ne- 
grees learned of the whites’ programme 
end they armed themselves and hid in am- 
bush for them, and when the whites were 
walking along the road through a dense 
wood, they were fired upon by the negroes 
from behind trees. The white men could 
not see the negroes and they were compell- 
ed to leave to protect their lives. Three of 
the white men were wounded. 

Mr. Pat Chisholm was shot in the arm. 
Mr. Rhett Green .was shot in the eye and 
his brother, Paul Green, was seriously 
wounded in the stomach, and it is appre- 
bended his wounds will result fatally. 

Mr. Paul Green was so badly wounded 
that he fell on the roadside and laid there 
all night without any cne Knowing where 
he was. 

Another account of the riot is that a 
party of whites went to Jade’s house and 
when they attempted to break the door 
down the negroes fired upor them from both 
inside and outside of the house. It is 
thought there will be more and worse 
trouble there ‘tonight and that this time the 
whites will outnumber the blacks ind that 
there wilf be many lives lost.

WILSON’S AMENDMENT REJECTED. 


The Ways and Means Committee’s 
First Defeat. 

Washington, January 17.—The ways and 
means committee suffered ‘its first cerveat 
today when by a vote of 112 to 12, the com- 
mittee of the whole rejected Mr. Wi'son's 
amendment, fixing the date on which free 
wool should go into effect as August 1, 
1894, and adopted the substitute of Mr. 
Johnson, the Ohio -free trader and single 
taxer. making it go into effect immediately 
upon the passage of the bill. Many of the 
republicans voted with the radical t‘emo- 
crats on the subject. It was Mr, Wilson's 
intention, had his amendment prevai'ed, to 
have offered an amendment, making the 
woolen schedule go into effect December 
1, 1894, but when the committee overruied 
him, he decided to let the matter j71evail 
and go into effect with the rest of the till 
on June 1, 1894.’ 

Just before the vote was taken, Mr. Wil- 
son stated that the jobbers were now hesi- 
tating whether to place their orders for fall 
goods here or abroad, and if the committee 
amendment carried the home manufactur- 
ers would make next fall’s goods. 

Only one other amendment was acted on 
today, to allow the free entry in bond of 
machinery as well as the materials used in 
the -construction of ships built for foreign 
account. The rest of the day was spent 
in discussing an amendment of Mr. Burrows 
to substitute the present wool schedule for 
that proposed by the Wilson bill. 

At 5:30 o’clock the house took a recess 
until 8 o'clock. 


FIVE INJURED IN A WRECK. 


A Freight Engine Strikes a Sleeper 
and Tosses It Aside. 
Charleston, S. C., January 17.—(Special.)— 
A freight train on the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern road co.lided with the Rich- 
mond and Danville vestibu-e limited at 
Chester at 1 o’clock this morning, causing 
the injury of six passengers, none of whom 
were seriously hurt. The vestibule left 
Charlotte forty minutes behind time. The 
Georgia, Carolina and Narthern railrcad 
track crosses the Richmond and Danville 
track at this point in a cut eight to ten 

feet deep. 

The state law requires al! trains to stop 
just before reaching the crossing. The con- 
ductors of both trains claim that they 
complied, with this rule.

THE SEABOARD MAKES A GHANGE. 


Recelver Comer Passes Through on His 
Way to Montgomery—Some Com- 
ments on Last Year’s Harnings. 


—_ 


Interest is aroused again among railroad 
men in the movements of the Western 
Railway of Alabama people. 

The same od questions about the rumored 
change of management of the road are bob- 
bing up and can be heard on all sides. It 
is well known that it has been the purpose 
of Mr. Comer, representing “the Central 
stock, to put Major Shellman, whe 1s now 
traffic manager of the Central, in charge of 
the Western Railway of Alabama. This, 
of course, would cause tie removal of 
Colonel Phinizy, president, and Captain 
Tyler, general manager of the road, for it 
was very well understood tha: the inten- 
tion of Mr, Comer was to combine the two 
offices into one and put Major Shel.man in 
that office. 

Somehow or other there has been a hitch. 

The meeting of the stockholders and di- 
rectors of the Western Railway of Alabama 
was to have been held on the 3d of this 
month. It was postponed until the 6th. 
Then it was postponed until the 10th on 
account of the absence of Mr. Comer, who 
had to go to Washington to fix up the 
papers of the decree for the sale of the 
Central. 

Since then the meeting has been post- 
poned until the 24th of this month. There 
was no particular reason given for this last 
postponement. 

Some have expressed the opinion that 
Mr. Comer has decided not to make the 
caange he was said to have already prac- 
tically made to be ratified at this meeting 
of the directors. 

But Mr. Comer was in Atlanta yesterday 
and so was Major Shellman. They were 
siid to be on thetr way to Montgomery, 
though nothing definite could be had from 
them as to their purposes. 

Captain Tyler, genera! manager of the 
Western Railway of Alabama, also went tu 
Montgomery yesterday, and there is inove 
than likely some significance in the fact 
that these three have all gone there at the 
same time. Just what it means cannot be 
learned. It may mean that the change is 
yet to be made in spite of the several post- 
ponements of the meeting to ratify it. On 
the contrary it may mean that something 
has turned up that will give quite a change 
to the plans of the Centrai folks in their 
wish to change the management of the 
road. 

Co-Receiver Hayes, of the Central, passed 
through Atlanta yesterday and it is thought 
taat he, too, was on his way to Mont- 
gomery. Whether all this means that some 
traffic arrangement is sought, or whether 
it has bearing upon some question that is 
to come up before the meeting of the direc- 
tors of the Western Rai:way of A‘abama 
on the 24th, cannot be autnenticauy ob- 
tained. 

A Memorabi® Year. 


Some interesting facts and figures appear 
in the following, taken from The Financial 
Journal: 

‘In railroad earnings, the vear 1893 will 
long remain memorable. The year had 
been locked forward to with pleasant an- 
ticipaticns by railroad managers. They 
had counted upon a very heavy business 
as a result of the world’s fair in Chicago, 
for which they had made very extensive 
preparations and spent enormous sums of 
money. Instead of the prosperity and 
large gains in earnings which had been 
expected, the year was distinguished by 
losses which, in magnitude ana the wide 
extent of territory covered, are without a 
parallel in the history of the country. The 
fair did not fail to yield a great increase 
in passenger revenues upon the roads most 
immediately .cancerned—in fact, was a 
markedly favorable influence at a time of 
general -gioom—but, notwithstanding its 
importance, it was completely overshadow- 
ed by the com cial and financial panic 
which ran conctrrent with it, and which 
spread from one end of the country to the 
other, prostrating all industrial interests 
and leading to an extraordinary curtail- 
ment of the ordinary activities of the 
people, 

‘An exhibit covering 183 roads operating 
141,839 miles of line showed $936,237,955 gross 
earnings in 1893, against $962,407,915 in 1892, 
the loss being $25,169,960, or less than 3 per 
cent—actually only 2.62 per cent. In De- 
cember the decrease was 13.33 per cent, 
and, had that been the ratio of decline 
for the whole period of twelve months, 
the falling off would be over $130,000,000, 
instead of only $25,000,000, as we now find 
it. Stil, even at $25,000,000 decrease, the 
result furnishes a marked contrast with 
the exhibits for the years preceding, for 
in 1892 the figures showed a gain of $45,00v,- 
000, in 1891 a gain of $44,000,000, and in 1890 
a gain of over $70,000,00. 

“The Northern Pacific’ has suffered a 
decrease of $5,662,452, Missouiri Pacific a de- 
crease of $2,695,407, the Denver and Rio 
Grande a decrease of $1,475,632, the Louis- 
ville and Nashville a decrease of $1,382,035, 
the Atchison a decrease of $1,258,464, the 
St. Paul a decrease of $1,200,000, and the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
st.

A Negro Snatches a Parse on Peach- 
tree and Runs. 


The bold highwayman who operates in the 
swell neighborhood between the corner of 
Peachtree and Pine streets and the junction 
of West Pine street accomplished his fifth 
robbery within the past fortnight .. last 
— W. E. Hoyle wes thé victim of the 
last one. She was walking up Peachtree 
street in company with a lady friend. J::st 
as she came opposite the vacant lot just 
south of the residence of Mr. J. H, Porter 
a tall negro that she had noticed standing 
on the curbstone sprang forward and grasp- 
ed her purse which hung suspended on her 
arm.

- MBRTING FRIENDS. {SHOOTING IN CLINCH. 


A Wholesale Attempt to Assassinate 
Torpentine Workers. 


NINE NEGROES WERE WOUNDED, 


Squatters or Jealous Competitors Are Be- 
lieved to Be at the Bottom of the 
Trouble—Arrests to Be Made. 


Valdosta, Ga., January 17.—(Special.)—A 
sensational report was received here today 
of a wholesale attempt at assassination at 
the turpentine distillery ‘of McCloud & 
Young, in Clinch county. The distillery 
is a jJarge one and up to last week has 
been cyerated by Mr. Jacob Moody. It was 
purchased last week by the firm of McCloud 
& Young, of which firm Mr. John Roberts, 
of this city, is a silent partner. Today Mr. 
Roberts received news that a band of men 
attempted to kill all of his operators and 
nine negro workmen were shot while in 
camp. The weapons used by the parties 
were mostly shotguns loaded with turkey 
Shot. One or more Winchester rifles were 
flred. 

The distillery is located in a settlement 
of squatters and one theory is that the 
firing was done by them for an alleged 
belief that the turpentine men were ia- 
fringing upon their rights by working the 
great quantities of stock on the wild lands. 
Another belief is that the firing was in- 
Stigated by competitors of the distillery 
company who, it is said, have tried to pre- 
vent the firm from operating there. Before 
Mr. Moody sold out his interest to the 
present firm he was threatened often by 
unknown parties and only last week one of 
his workmen was shot. 

The suspicions of the firm have been kept 
pretty quiet, but enough was said today to 
show that there is a good clue and that the 
perpetrators of the shooting would be ar- 
rested. When the shots were fired. the 
negroes fled in every direction, but all 
turned up today. Some of then are serious- 
ly wounded.

Where the Trouble Is. 

Mr. M. E. Ingalls, president of the 
system known as the Big Four, says that 
“the first improvenient in business will 
be inaugurated by the railways, but be- 
fore the railways can move effectually 
in the matter rates must be placed on a 
paying basis.” 

By this Mr. Ingalls means, of course, 
that the present rates must be increased. 
The president of the Big Four is a nmno 
whose intellectual equipment entities 
his opinions to great respect. He has 
the knack of thinking as well as the gift 
of expression, and in addition to these 
he has extraordinary abilities as a man 
of affairs. 

It seems to us, however, that he either 
overlocks or neglects to mention the 
controlling factor in the railway busi- 
ness, as well as in the general busines 
of the country. Railways, no matter 
how perfectly they may be managed, 
are not superior to their environments. 
The present unprofitable rates -were not 
made because the managers wanted to 
make them, but because they were com- 
pelled to make them. 

Freights are as necessary to the life 
of a railway as air is to the life of man. 
If a man cannot get all the air that is 
necessary to the prosperity of his sys- 
tem, he is compelled to get all he can. 
Denression, stagnation and low prices 
fix the railway rates, and managers can- 
not possibly escape from the limitations 
which grow out of the business situa- 
tion. Of all properties, the railroads of 
the country are the most sensitive in 
their response to the conditions affecting 
business. Low prices and low rates go 
hand in hand. 

President Ingalls says he is “anxious 
that the press and the business men 
should take the proper view of the rail- 
way situation, and work with the rail- 
Way managers to dispel the idea that 
low rates are a good thing for business.” 
The Constitution is well aware of the 
fact that low rates are no better for 
business than low prices. Both are 
marks of depression. Both are features 
that belong to business stagnation and 
the paralysis. of the industrial forces and 
energies of the country. 

The phenomena of low prices, low 
rates, and other evidences of stagnation 
are the natural results of the financial 
revolution through which the country 
is passing. Many railways are in the 
hands of receivers, and so are many 
business houses. And all the railways, 
all business and all industries have been 
affected. 

The cause is not far to seek. It is to 
be found, in the single gold standard 
which has been established by the poli- 
cy of the treasury and the sympathetic 
legislation recently forced through con- 
gress by the administration. Every dol- 
lar of currency conforms \to the increas- 
ing value of the gold dollar. Hence the 
enormous shrinkage in values, the fall 
in prices, the business depression and 
the inevitable reduction in railway rates, 

Those business men and financiers who 
have been arguing that the movement 
in favor of the free coinage of silver was 
simply a movement in behalf of the 
debtors are in a fair way to have their 
eyes opened. If events that are pass- 
ing do nyt convince them of their mis- 
take they are blind indeed. 


Work Is the Thing. 

Even the most cautious commercial 
newspapers now admit that the tide has 
turned and that business is improving. 
In the iron trade, the last to revive, 
there are higher prices and an increased 
demand, and all the indications point to 
the restoration of normal conditions. 

We do not look for the return of good 
times at once. Our depression passed 
through slow and gradual stages and 
our recovery will probably be slow. But 
it is encouraging to be assured that we 
have passed the turning point and are 
on the up grade again. 

The uncertainties in regard to tariff 
legislation will soon be over and our 
manufacturers are now satisfied that the 
new schedule of duties will not be 
changed radically enough to injure many 
interests. Of course, if congress fails 
to give the country some satisfactory 
measure of financial relief it will take 
a long time for business to adjust itself 
to the new conditions resulting from 
the general shrinkage of values, but the 
people are not prepared to believe that 
their representatives will disappoint 
their expectations and fail to carry out 
the policy mapped out by the national 
democracy at Chicago. 

Everywhere the outlook is hopeful, and 
especially in the south. The calamity 
shouters are disappearing. Grumblers 
and croakers are not wanted. The thing 
to do now is to get to work. Money 
talks, and so does work. To find out 
what the world wants and will pay for, 
and then produce it here, is a problem 
whose solution will make us prosperous. 
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Extravagance Everywhere. 

An extravagant government makes an 
extravagant people, and an extravagant 
people make an extravagant government. 

The federal government piled up a 
big debt during the war, but fully one- 
half of it was the result of incompetent, 
reckless and spendthrift methods. At 
the close of the war our statesmen saw 
that the credit of the United States was 
at alow ebb. They at once inaugurated 
an era of rapid debt: paying, and this 
policy in a few years caused our nation- 
al credit to reach a higher level than 
that of England and France. . 

Of the twenty-nine years that have 
elaysed since the close of the war, we 
have devoted twenty-six to debt paying, 
After such an experience one would 
naturally suppose that the government 
would practice economy and keep out‘of 
debt. Not a bit of it—that is not the 
American way. We have called a halt 
in the matter of redeeming our public 
debt, and have plunged into so many 
extravagances that the administration 
is seriously considering the expediency 
of making a new @ebt of from $100,000,- 
000 to $200,000,000 in order to settle 
some of our pressing obligations, When 
R eu told De Mauprat to pay his 
debts the gallant soldier asked him 
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j or locking her up. 
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is the American ide ‘xactly. Our gov- 


cal administration by paying certain 
debts, and it wants to settle accounts 
with its creditors by borrowing 4 lot 
of money, thus making a new set of 
creditors. 

The people are very much on the same 
line. The average American will not 
live within his income and will not pay 
as he goes. He wants to show the world 
that he has credit, and having credit he 
proceeds to utilize it. When he is press- 
ed for a settlement he follows the ex- 
ample of our government—wipes out the 
old debt and shoulders a new one. 

Our long spell of hard times has forced 
many people to practice rigid economy, 
but it is doubtful whether it has cured 
the nation of its extrayagant habits. 
With the first touch of returning pros- 
perity the Americans will branch out 
into innumerable speculative enterprises, 
and at the end of a year of good times 
they will be heels over head in debt. 
The people and the government are just 
alike. They have contracted the Iypbit 
of living beyond their incomes, and they 
believe that the way to settle an old 
debt is to make a new one that will ex- 
tinguish it. We may go on in this fash- 
ion for generations to come but some 
day there will have to be a reckoning 
and a collapse. The sooner we return to 
the simple ways of our fathers the bet- 
ter. At present both government and peo- 
ple are going the pace that kills. 


No Room fora Third Party. 

The recent efforts of the third party 
leaders to rally their followers have not 
been successful apy where. 

During the past few months the for- 
mer sympathizers with the third party 
have been closely studying the situation, 
and their second sober thought is be- 
ginning to assert itself. The fact is, 
the voters who are most anxious for 
financial relief and tariff reform are rap- 
idly coming to the conclusion that there 
is absolutely no hope of success if they 
scatter their strength and divide, one 
element going into a third party and 
the other renraining loyal to the de- 
mocracy. It is now apparent to every 
thoughtful observer that the surest road 
to reform is pointed out in the demo- 
cratic platform, and it is also evident 
that the rank and file of the democracy 
are strong enough to influence their rep- 
resentatives in congress and cause them 
to redeem every pledge that was made 
at Chicago. The tremendous democratic 
majority of 1892 has not been wiped out. 
The voters whose organized effort won 
the victory of that year are democrats 
still, and they do not propose to desert 
the old party so long as there is the 
slightest hope that it will be true to its 
mission and will carry out its promises.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Special Agent George F. Koontz, of the 
geological survey, has sent to Dr. David T. 
Way, chief of the mineral resources division, 
a report on two recent diamond finds. He 
says: “In October, 1593, a small boy, while 
playing on a farm that had been under cul- 
tivation for forty years, located near Ore- 
gon, Wis., picked up a small semi-transpar- 
ent pebbie trom a bank of ciay that contained 
a large number of quartz pebbles. ‘The 
stone was taken to Professor William H. 
Hobbs, of the University of Wisconsin, at 
Madison, and it was found to be a genuine 
diamond. it was sent to New York for 
further investigation, and proved to be an 
elongated, dodecahedral crystal, -weighing 
three and seven-eighths carats. lis color 
is slightly grayish green. This, however, is 
only superficial, and it will undoubtedly be 
when cut a white stone, although not of 
great value, as it contains some minute 
specks in the center and Has a pronounced 
flaw on one side. This find is particularly 
interesting in cénnection with the finding of 
three small diamonds at Piumrock, Wis., 
in 1880. Quite recently a diamond was found 
near the Kings mountains, N. C., which 
weighed three-fourths carats. It is of a 
light canary. color and has a remarkable 
brilliant surf&ce,’’

Even a 
stranger would have picked him out of the 
1,90 convicts assembled there as a new 
man, for he moved restiessly on the lit- 
tle stool and nervously minced the unap- 
petizing diet. The dreamy, vacant expres- 
sion which now and then crept into his 
face indicated that his thoughts reverted 
to pleasanter scenes than those which his 
pew environment forced upon him. 

The rough, striped clothes poorly become 
him. His smoothly shaven face, with 
scarcely a line, was in marked contrast to 
‘the criminal-cast features of the man who 
‘gat beside him, but in the eyes of the law 
‘they were equal. 

Redwine seemed to note the curious side 
‘giances which his fellow prisoners directed 
‘to him. Did they know who he was? Per- 
Snaps he found consolation in the belief

The cell to which he was assigned was 
merely temporary. He will probably be 
given one of the large cells in the new 
hall, a favor which he will doubtless appre- 
clate after having spent a night in one of 
the smaller ones. 

Redwine arrived at the penitentiary about 
noon with Marshal Eider and his deputies, 
who also had other prisoners in charge. 
Redwine was not handcuffed, as most of 
the prisoners brought to the prison are, 
but walked at the side of the marshal. He 
was dressed-in a natty suit and carried an 
evercoat over his arm. No one would have 
“suspected that he was a prisoner. Marshal 
Elder evidently expected -unusual privileges 
for Redwine, for he objected to the custom- 
ary search in the guardroom. This nettled 
John Thrall, the big captain of the guard- 
room, whose instructions did not permit 
him to discriminate between prisoners, and 
he unbuttoned Kedwine’s coat and ves 
with httle ceremony and went hrough his 
pockets. A roll of bills amounting to $47 
was taken from an inside pocket and this, 


‘with a gold watch and chain and other 


trinkets were handed over to the clerk to 
be held in trust for the prisoner. Redwine 
also had a valise containing a large supply 
of underwear, linen shirts, collars and cuffs, 
of which he was also relieved, being in- 
that he would have occasion for 
very little of that stuff there. The prisoner 
seemed surpised, but bore the ordeal 
bravely and did not exhibit any emotion. 
Not Talkative. 

Once inside the prison Redwine was taken 
threugh the routine of preparation, the 
sume as ali convicts. He was, as all con- 
victs, not very talkative, although the vari- 
ous prison ‘officials through whose hands 
he passed endeavered to get from him his 
story. The first. thing upon his commit- 
ment by the marsha: was to give him his 
serial number, which is 24986. That num- 
ber will stick by him during the whole 
time of his imprisonment, and afterwards, 
perhaps, as he will be known by it. For 
the betiefit of his numerous friend in At- 
lanta it may be stated that his address now 
is Lewis Redwine, No. 24,986, Ohio Peniten- 
tlary, “viumbus, 0. Of course Redwine 
will not receive any private mail. All let- 
ters are taken and inspected by the officials 
before reaching the prisoner. Redwine was 
somewhat surprised when informed that he 
Weuld have to don the stripes at once. He 
Was taken io the deputy warden’s office, 
Waere his description was taken and he 
Was required to answer numerous questions, 
sie was cluseed an infirm prisoner by 
reason of the affliction of varicose veins on 
aud rheumatism. This precludes 
his employment at hard labor. is occupa- 
tion appears on the books as banker. From 
the deputy’s efiice Redwine was taken to 
the state shop, where he donned the 
Stripes. A course winghain shirt‘ was sub- 
stituted tor his spotless linen and a pair of 
Heavy brogans replaced his hand-sewed 
shoes. When Redwine had been fully rig- 
eed out he was assigned to the idlehouse 
Bang. There aré also a large number of 
ie prisoners just at this time, but it is 
not probable he will be kept in the idle- 
house long.

S. McCandless, on indictments Nos, 
4104, 4105, 4106 and 4107, charging that he 
did aid and abet Lewis Redwine in his em- 
bezzlement from the Gate City bank, Is 
how ready for trial and insists upon the 
Same. It further states that this demand 
was made before Judge Pardee when all 
the witnesses were present and there was 
no excuse for delay. 

If Mr. McCandless was before a state 
court he would be relieved of these caser 
at the close of che second term if not tried 
after filing such a demand at the ‘first term. 
This is a rule of practice. . 

Just what the next development will be 
is problematic. It will certainly be watched 
with interest. 

An interesting feature of the case during 
the day was a card published by Mr. E. 8. 
McCandless and one written by Captain 
Harry Jackson. These cards are in pigin 
English and speak for themselves. 

Here are the cards: 


Mr. MeCandless'’s Statement. 


“The uncalled-for allusion to myself in 
Captain Jackson’s ‘defense of the memory 
of his dead son,’ demands that I make some 
reply. If Lewis Redwine’s plea of guilty, 
without having made a public statement, 
together with what Captain Jackson has 
written, has vindicated poor Cobb Jackson, 
no one will rejoice over it more than my- 
self. God forbid that 1 should disturb the 
memory of the dead except-in so far as it 
may be necessary for the vindication of my 
own character, and consequently I will 
touch as lightly as possible on the sacred- 
ness of the grave, in what I. am about to 
write, my purpose being to review Captain 
Jackson’s conmection with ine Redwine 
case as a vublic official ana his action in 
some matters: connected therewith. Pre- 
vious to the Redwine defalcation Captain 
Jackson had no truer friends than could 
be found in Messrs. L. J. and A. W. Hill, 
Lewis Redwine and myself and in turn we 
fancied that in Captain Jackson as the 
trusted confidential adviser of the bank we 
had equally as good and true a friend; cer- 
tain it was that I was as much attached to 
Cobb Jackson and hetome as it were possi- 
ble to be, for I loved him as a brother. 
This friendly relationship both for Cobb and 
his father existed up to the unfortunate de- 
falcation of Lewis Redwine, and starting 
from this period 1 propose to give a brief 
history of the actions of Captain Jackson in 
this case as an official of the United States 
government. 

‘On the morning following the flight of 
Lewis Redwine, Captain Jackson met 
Messrs. L. J. and A. W. Hill and myself in 
the bank, and on my informing him of the 
existence of certain checks of Thomas 
Cobb Jackson which were found in Red- 
wine's private drawer and one of which 
particularily (for $5,000) Cobb Jackson ad- 
mitted to me that he owed, Captain Jack- 
son remarked to us (this was ‘his exaci 
language as-near as I can quote it,) ‘Gen- 
tlemen, do you Know that when I first read 
the news of RedwWine’s defalcation, know- 
ing the intimacy existing between Redwine 
and Cobb, and knowing my son’s mania for 
spending money, it flashed over my mind 
that my son might in some way be connec- 
ted with this defalcation.’ On that after- 
noon Cobb Jackson died. His remains were 
carried to Athens, Ga., and buried, and ou 
the return of his father to Atlanta, Lewis 
Redwine had been captured and had made 
a’ confession of his guilt to L. J. and A. W. 
Hill, Mr. Jack Spalding and myself, and in 
that confession implicated Thomas Cobb 
Jackson. We, that is, Messrs. L. J. and 


JA. W. Hill and myself, were subpenaed to 


appear before the United States grand jury 
then in session, and while we did not volun- 
teer any information to that grand jury, yet 
we freely and fully answered such questions 
as. were asked us, and among those ques- 
tions was one asking what Redwine had 
gaid as to what became of the money ab- 
stracted, to which we replied that he (Red- 
wine) said that Cobb Jackson got most of 
it. 

“Redwine was indicted, but very soon 
thereafter report reached us that Captain 
Jackson felt outraged against Mr. Hill ana 
myself on account of our testimony against 
Cobb before the grand jury. Whereupon Mr. 
L. J. Hill called to see Captain Jackson and 
inquired if the report was true. To which 
Mr. Jackson replied in. substance, ‘Yes, 
and you had no business to answer any 
such question to the grand jury.” In a few

“Subsequent to this, at a meeting of the 
stockholders of the Gate City National bank 
at which Captain Jackson was present, he 
voluntarily stated in that meeting, that 
though it was not th® proper piace for it, 
yet he felt it his duty to say that after an 
unprecedented and thorough investigation, 
econaucted by himself before the grand jury 
regarding the Redwine defalcation, there 
was nothing that could reflect on the hon- 
esty and integrity of any of the officers of 
the bank except Lewis Redwine and that 
he was simply anticipating what he intend- 
ed to say and emphasize in a pubiic manner 
at the proper. time at the trial of the case; 
anu furthermore, that while Mr. Hill and 
myself might have felt hurt at his action, 
yet he was satisfied that we would now see 
that it was all for the best, as we (Mr. Hill 
and myself) had been completely vindicat- 
ed. Some months after this, in the face of 
such strong language, Captain Jackson ap- 
peared before- another grand jury afd on 
ex parte evidence (identically the same in 
part aS that given before the former grand 
jury) without a full, fair and free investi- 
gation, obtained true bills against myself. 

“~ne foregoing are facts which can be 
proven by competent witnesses, and I chal- 
lenge Captain Jackson to dispute them.

As to him, I have simpiy to say that those 
who desire a place upon his brow the mar- 
tyr’s crown, will ascertain to their sorrow 
that the worship has been offered at the 
shrine of a false God. I appea? to the 
brave, the just, the loyal of Georgia for 
support and ald in the establishment of 
the truth-—that is all I ask. :

DRT 0, POWELL TALKS INTERESTINGLY 


An Alarming Increase of Insanity Among 
- the. Negroes-Where the New 
Building Will Be Located, 


Dr. T. O. Powell, superintendent of the 
state lunatic asylum, is in Atlanta. 

He is here for the purpose of cofsulting 
with the president of the board of trus- 
tees concerning some matters of immediate 
importance in regard to the recent appro- 
priation' of the general assembly of $100,000 
for eredting a new building. The present 
over-crowded condition of the asylum and 
the increase in the number of applications 
recently, makes it more than necessary 
that work shall begin immediately upon 
the new building. To this end, Dr. Powell 
will suggest a speedy session of the board 
of trustees. 

The doctor, in the corridor of the Kim- 
ball last night, was in joint debate with 
Judge Frank Little, of Sparta, over na- 
tional politics, and discussing the probable 
outcome of the present campaign in 
Georgia. 

“Ags to the asylum,” said the doctor, “it 
is in splendid shape, and the only trouble 
we have had was the lack of room to ac- 
commetlate all the patients. But the 
generous appropriation of the legislature 
will obviate this embarrassment in the 
future. The building which we propose 
to erect will be one of the largest on the 
grounds, and will be located in the rear 
of the main building. It will be turned 
over for the exclusive use of colored in- 
mates, and the present building occupied 
by colored males will be fitted out in good 
style for the accommodation of white 
males. 

“According to the proposed plan, there 
will be ample room for at least seven 
hundred inmates in the new building. This 
will assure accommodation for all who 
want to come in within the next two or 
three years; that is, in proportion to the 
increase of insanity during the last ten 
years. 

“By the way,’’ continued the doctor, “‘the 
increase of insanity among the negroes 
during the last few years is an alarming 
fact. Before the w&r, it was a rare thing 
for a negro to be sent to the asylum. 
Possibly this was due to the fact that 
they were protected by their owners, and, 
consequently, did not come to the asylum; 
but I can vouch for their coming to the 
surface now. Almost every train 
brings in some poor unfortunate, and 
we are besieged with applicat‘ons for «d- 
mittance from all over the state.

nd Is Afterwards Arrested for the Shoot- 
ing—-A Most Mysterious Tragedy. 
The Husband’s Denial.

A case with all the elements of tragedy, 
of the mysterious: midnight assassin va- 
riety, developed itself in police circles yes- 
terady morning, and has since been puz- 
ziing the investigative genius of the tocal 
detectives. ‘ 

A cool-mannered man rang the police 
station telephone about 9 o’c:ock and stated 
that his wife had been shot by some un- 
known midnight prowler. Two or three 
officers went out to the place designated 
by the man at the. telephone, and when 
they returned they had in their custody 
the man who had so composedly telephoned 
information of the shooting. 

The officers spent the remainder of the 
day investigating the case. lt assumed all 
the hues of mystery as the investigation 
the story told by the 


progressed, and 


officers of the shooting last night discount- | 


ed the cleverest detective stories. 

The man who telephoned to police head- 
quarters about his wife being shot and who 
was afterwards arrested for doing the 
shooting is named William Givens. He has 
had a checkered and unhappy married ca- 
reer, ang during the past few years has 
covered a large portion of American terri- 
tory in his roamings. 

Givens has regarded Atlanta as his home 
fot several years, although a great dea! of 
his time has been spent in other states. He 
is about thirty-seven: years old and has a 
wife living in this city. His married life 
has been far from happy. His temper was 
not congenial with that of his wife, and 
this caused much of his aimless wandering. 

Only a few months ago he returned from 
a long stay in Colorado, having previously 
separated from his wife. Upon reaching 
the city he sought her out again and re- 
sumed his life with her. During the years 
of their separation the estrangement be- 
tween them had grown greater than ever, 
and after a few weeks together their lives 
were made wretched by their former dif- 
ferences. 

Mrs. Givens says that her husband was 
always jealous of her and frequently ac- 
cused her of receiving visits from a well- 
known physician, -which insinuation she 
denounced as without foundation. This 
feeling of jea'ousy was a frequent source 
of trouble, and the Givens home, as may 
be imagined, was not one of peace and 
contentment. 

About 3 o’clock yesterday morning Mrs. 
Givens was waked from a deep sleep by 
the loud report of a pistol in her room. She 
sprang up wildly, instantly awake. She 
screamed aloud and threw out her arms for 
her husband, whom she supposed to be 
sleeping by her side. He was not there, 
and she screamed’ all the louder at finding 
herself alone and unprotected. 

A second and a third pistol shot quickly 
followed, and Mrs. Givens felt a stinging 
sensation about her head. She fell back 
upon her pillow, which was rapidly red- 
dening with her own blood. She screamed 
loudiy and tried to discover the source of 
the firing. The room was densely dark, and 
she could see nothing. She heard the voice 
of her husband a few feet away calling to 
her not to be frightened and not to scream. 

She fell back upon her pillow exhausted 
and begging for mercy. Her husband made 
a light, and very much excited, walked over 
to her side and discovered that she was shot. 
He helped her to stop the flow of biood, 
and after daylight went in search of a phy- 
sician. A physician was found and went 
with Givens to the cottage, which is locat- 
ed in the row of cottages at the Exposition 
cotton mills, No. 99. 

It was not until 9 o’clock that Givens 
telephoned to fhe police. Officers Barrett and 
Bone placed him under arrest, and carried 
hitn to police headquarters, suspecting him 
of having done the shooting. Givens protest- 
ed his innocence, and said he was awaken- 
ed by the shots. He sprang out of bed at the 
sound of the first shot, and could distinctly 
see that some one was firing through the: 
window-from, the putside. Hie tried to shield 
himself from the flying bullets, and not 
until the: firing ceased did he make any 
noise. Then he called to his wife, admonish- 
ing her to quiet herself and stop screaming. 

He says he made a thorough. investiga- 
daylight, and found footprints 
under the windew and also found where 
a horse had been tethered just outside his 
gate. He announced the theory that some 
assassin had creft to the window to kill 
him, intending to make his escape on horse- 
back after the deed was done. ‘fhe motive 
for the killing, he believed to be jealousy. 

Mrs. Givens indicated to the officers her 
belief that her husband had done the shoot- 
ing. She felt morally certain of it, although 
the evidence was mainly circumstantial. She 
was suffering too much from her wound to 
make a full statement to the officers.’ 

Officer Bone believes there is no doubt 
of Givens’s guilt. He says he carefully 
measured the feotprints beneath the win- 
dow and compared the measurement with 
the dimensions of Givens’s feet, and the 
two correspond exactly. He also accurately 
measured the horse tracks in the yard and 
afterwards measured the feet of a horse in 
Mr. Ennis’s lot which adjoins Givens’s 
home, and to his surprise found that the 
feet and the tracks were of the same size 
exactly. Officer.Bone says he thinks that 
Givens took the horse out of the lot and 
tied it outside his gate, intending to make 
his escape on it after killing his wife. 

An exhaustive search was made for the 

iste; but it was not found. Givens was 
locked up on a charge of assault with in- 
tent to murder, and if Mrs. Givens dies it 
will be changed to a more serious charge. 
He has employed Mr. E. M. Mitchell to de- 
fend him.

Nobody can write the name of the gov- 
ernor but himself on these checks. ‘There 
are some instances where the executive 
clerks may sign for the governor, but when 
it comes to putting his name to a check 
on the state treasury no one can do it but 
himself. 

The pensions to the widows fall due the 
first day of February, and by that time the 
warrants will all be ready to be paid by 
Colonel Bob Hardeman. Captain Tip Har- 
rison is busily engaged every day getting 
the pension blanks all made out properly. 

As soon as the widows’ pensions are all 
paid the old soldiers will come in for theirs, 
and thus it is seen that the work of giving 


out the pension money of Georgia is no 
small job. 


The Grain Crop This Year. 


From farmers who were found in the 
office of Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, commissioner 
of agriculture, yesterday, it was learned 
that from general observation the grain 
crop in Georgia the coming season is going 
to be very fine. It is said that the farmers 
of the state have planted more early grain 
this year than usual, 

The determination on the part of Georgia 
farmers to raise their own supplies is evi- 
dent. Last year they raised enough to 
carry them through the coming year, and 
very little meat or meal will be shipped 
into the state this year. ; 


The School Commissioners’ Work. 


The reports from the county school com- 
missioners of the state to Commissioner 
Bradwell show that the work of getting 
the publie schools in shape for the coming 
year has been very successful up to date, 
and that the attendance will be good this 
year. 

The recent law of the general assembly 
authorizing the county boards of educa- 
tion to draw meney for their services the 
days they are actually engaged in work for 
the educational interests of their respective 
counties, has given an impetus to the work 
of the boards and they are getting the edu- 
cational affairs in all of the counties nicely 
under way. The members of these county 
boards will hereafter be paid $2 a day for 
the days they are regularly engaged in the 
service.

Said One ofthe Witnesses, and the Solic- 
itor Agreed with Her—Judge 
Clark Expresses Sympathy. 


William Akeridge, charged with arson, was 
pieced on trial yesterday in Judge Rich- 
ard Clark’s court. 

Luring the trial yesterday afternoon Mrs. 
Dan Coursey, a _ sister of the defend- 
ant, was on the witness stand, 
She, it was shown, : had _ stood bond 
. for one of her relatives some time before 
who had been charged with burning down a 
church. 

Solicitor Hill asked her if she believed in 
sanctification. The witness replied that she 
did not. 

“‘Neither do I, your honor, 
Hill, appealing to the judge. 

“Well,’’ replied Judge Clark, 
for the witness.’ 

The laugh was at the prosecuting coun- 
sel’'s expense and was joined in to a very 
severe extent by an old negro man, Wes 
Scandrake, who caused some confusion by 
the manner in which he greeted the state- 
ments of the witness and solicitor. He was 
ordered arrested, but when brought before 
the judge was released. 

There are over half a hundred witnesses 
to be examined in the case, and it will 
probably occupy the rest of the week. 

The five men on trial for arson are ac- 
cused of having set fire to the giue factory 
and the city stables. The men had printed 
cards in the newsvapers referring to the 
stench arising from the glue factory and the 
dumping grounds, which are near their 
homes. 

After an investigation six men were ar- 
rested, and five of these were indicted. 
The five men, William Akeridge, William 
Ogden, Jim Akeridge, Thomas Elliott and 
Adciphus Burant, were arraigned in court 
yesterday and were all represented by 
Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, but they elected 
to come to trial one at a time. This will 
make the hearing of all five cases extend fur 
some time, since there are sixty witnesses in 
each instance.

At the meeting of the Co-operative Club 
which was held yesterday afternoon, in 
the rooms over Chamberlin & Johnson’s 
store, nearly all of the representative ladies 
of Atlanta were present. The greatest en- 
thusiasm prevailed from beginning to end, 
and the meeting was one of the liveliest in 
the record of the association. 

The books of the club indtcated 2 mem- 
bership_of 279, representing every denom!i- 
nation, creed and geographical division of 
the city. As to the finances of the club 
the statement of the treasurer revealed a 
comforable sum of money in the bank, af- 
ter subtracting all of the needed expendi- 
tures for making the rooms attractive and 
pleasant. 

It is not invidious to observe, in this con- 
nection, that no organization which has 
recently been started in this city has had 
a more devoted object, or made with a few 
months a more delightful record, in the 
way of fruitful and permanent results, 
than the Woman's Co-operative Club. They 
deserve the hearty congratulations of all 
who love and honor womanhood.
